Supervisor's  Report. 


The  new  arrangement  in  conducting  the  schools  the  past  year 
was  commenced  hy  choosing  a  committee  of  five,  consisting  of 
Geo.  H.  Day.,  A.  F.  Roberts,  F.  E  Tripp,  C.  W.  Murphy  and 
Orin  S.  Walker,  wlio  at  once  on  being  qualified  to  act,  chose  I 
E.  Tripp  supervisor,  and  gave  him  power  to  employ  teachers  for 
the  schools.  At  first  it  was  thought  to  dispense  with  a  school  in 
Dist.  No.  1  and  not  advisable  to  have  a  school  in  No.  10  :  but 
after  canvassing  and  investigating  it  was  thought  better  to  have 
a  school  in  Dist.  No.  1,  and  let  the  scholars  in  No.  10  attend  at 
No.  6  or  5,  as  they  chose. 

It  was  also  decided  'to  make  some  repairs  on  three  school 
houses,  Nos.  5,  7  and  9,  and  paint  No.  6  inside,  which  was  at- 
tended to  by  the  chairman  of  the  comrnitiee.  The  desks  in  5,  7 
and  9  having  been  badly  cut  and  the  doors  split,  Jere  Hill  was 
employed  to  fix  the  same  and  Daniel  Hill  to  do  some  repairs  at 
No.  9.  Besides  the  inside  work,  No.  9  was  shingled  on  both 
sides  of  the  roof  and  the  woodhouse  clapboarded,  and  No.  5 
woodhouse  shingled  and  the  roof  of  the  school  house  repaired. 
No.  4  was  shingled  on  one  side  of  the  roof.  The  painting  was, 
No.  7,  outside  one  coat,  inside  two  coats;  No.  9,  outside  two 
coats,  also  wood  shed  two  coats  and  inside  two  coats :  No.  5, 
painted  two  coats  outside  and  inside  ;  No.  6,  painted  two  coats 
inside,  and  5, 7  and  9  were  whitened  inside  by  F.  Carle.  The  other 
schoolhouses  in  town  need  less  repairing,  although  some  money 
ought  to  be  raised  for  repairs  this  year.  The  question  is  some- 
times asked,  is  the  present  better  than  the  old  system?  I  can  see 
with  one  year's  experience  some  points  wherein  this  is  the  better 
way.  Take  the  case  of  repairs  ;  no  meetings  have  to  be  called 
for  voters  in  a  district  to  get  together  and  discuss  evening  after 
evening,  then  raise  money  and  have  a  tax  assessed.  Now  the 
committee  decide  what  to  do,  then  go  ahead  and  do  it.  Then  if 
the  Supervisor  does  his  duty  he  will  look  after  the  school  prop- 
erty without  any  extra  expense,  thereby  saving  quite  a  number 


of  five  dollars,  which  was  a  usual  fee  for  the  school  agent.  The 
employing  of  teachers,  I  think,  is  better  done  by  one  man,  yet  it 
is  quite  a  responsible  part  to  perform  and  with  the  experience 
already  had  in  this  business  I  would  most  earnestly  recommend 
anyone  upon  whom  this  responsibility  ma}7  fall,  to  use  care  in  the 
selection  of  teachers  by  being  quite  reasonably  satisfied  that  the 
candidates  for  teachers  have  some  business  qualification  as  well 
as  the  ability  to  instruct  in  the  sounds  of  letters,  accent  of  words 
and  syllables,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  etc.  Some  good 
instructors  appear  to  take  no  interest  in  the  care  of  school  prop- 
erty or  the  pupils  under  their  care,  only  while  inside  the  school 
building.  It  has  been  noticed  for  a  long  while  that  the  penman- 
ship department  of  our  schools  has  been  much  neglected.  So  it 
was  thought  best  to  place  free  writing  books,  ink  and  pens  in  the 
schools  and  the  result  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

The  teachers  employed  were  mostly  those  of  large  or  some  ex- 
experience,  only  two  being  employed  who  had  had  no  experience. 
As  to  the  satisfaction  given  T  need  only  say  that  the  best  teachers 
do  not  always  give  satisfaction  to  all  parties.  I  wish  it  to  be  un- 
derstood by  this  that  a  school  might  appear  well  to  the  super- 
visor when  there  might  be  things  known  to  the  pupils  and 
parents  which  would  change  the  opinion  of  the  Supervisor  very 
much.  I  tried  to  give  to  the  several  districts  teachers  for  whom 
they  expressed  a  preference,  as  far  as  possible,  and  I  will  not 
attempt  in  this  report  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  different 
teachers,  as  my  observations  indicated  will  simply  say  in  most 
instances  the  whole  business  of  the  school  year  was  quite  satis- 
factory.

I  find  in  most  of  the  schools  the  books  have  been  gradually 
wearing  out,  some  schools  much  worse  than  others;  and  I  con- 
sider it  very  difficult  to  locate  scholars  who  have  injured  the 
books  sufficiently  to  get  new  books  in  place  of  the  defaced  ones. 
I  have  placed  in  the  schools  a  few  books  for  supplementary  read- 
ing, such  as  would  stimulate  and  encourage  greater  efforts  to  be- 
come useful  men  and  women.
